Yesterday afternoon families 
filled the wharf of the Port 
Authority and lined the 
streets of Oranjestad to watch 
Sinterklaas as he arrived from 
Spain with his Zwarte Piet. 
Over the next three weeks, 
until his feast day on Decem¬ 
ber 5, children will put out a 


shoe, in the hope that Sinterk¬ 
laas will pass by on his horse 
and leave them a treat or a 
small toy. Traditionally a bit 
of grass is gathered and a 
bowl of water provided for 
his very overworked trans¬ 
port. 

We can expect the venera¬ 
ble gentleman and his assis¬ 
tants in colorful Moorish 
garb to make many public 
appearances at schools, shops 
and events, where he often 
gently lectures the children 


on proper behavior. If teach¬ 
ers inform him that one of the 
children have been very 
naughty over the past year, 
they may not receive one of 
the traditional treats that the 
Zwarte Piet usually give out, 
candies and kruidnoten, as all 
the lucky children who met 
Sinterklaas at the wharf. “All

Heavy rain causes flooding in The Sinterklaas has come 


Netherlands, Belgium 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Heavy rain in the south 
of the country on Saturday led 
to localised flooding in places 
and put officials on high alert 
as the level of the Maas river 
rose. 

The rain was set to continue 
in the south and in Belgium on 
Sunday but then tail off. 

In the area between Eind¬ 
hoven and Venray, some 60 
milimetres of rain fell over a 
24-hour period, it was re¬ 
ported. 

In the east of Noord Bra¬ 
bant province, the local water 
board has deliberately flooded 
fields the size of 50 football 
pitches to ease pressure on the 
river. 

A number of roads have 
been flooded in the more hilly 
regions of Limburg and the fire 
brigade has been busy pump¬ 
ing out flooded cellars all over 
the region. 
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The problem has been made 
worse because storm drains 
have become blocked by au¬ 
tumn leaves. Sandbags are 
being used in several areas to 
keep water at bay. 

In the northern Limburg 
town of Baarlo, where three 
small rivers meet, flooding is 
widespread. The stream that 
cuts through the town has 
widened from two to 50 me¬ 
ters. 

Meanwhile, in Belgiumn, 
heavy rains battered Brussels 
at the weekend, causing flood¬ 
ing and mudslides that left at 
least two people dead as scores 
of others had to be evacuated, 
sometimes by boat, reports 
said yesterday. 

Another person was re¬ 
ported missing, said Belgian 
authorities who had previously 
announced three deaths. 

While the rain appeared to 
have eased yesterday after 
downpours that began late Fri¬ 


day, water levels continued to 
rise with floods and mud 
blocking several routes and 
causing people to be evacuated 
from their homes. An entire 
hospital was evacuated in the 
central city of Tubize. 

Central and northern areas 
activated their provincial dis¬ 
aster plans but Prime Minister 
Yves Leterme said it was not 
immediately necessary to de¬ 
ploy national disaster meas¬ 
ures, with the situation under 
control. 

Around the capital Brus¬ 
sels, canals had burst their 
banks and 230 houses were 
evacuated at Leeuw-Saint- 
Pierre while pharmaceutical 
group UCB had to halt work at 
its flooded factory. 

Train traffic was temporar¬ 
ily disrupted, including the in¬ 
ternational Thalys and 
Eurostar lines, and the army 
was mobilised in some areas, 
reports said. 


Suu Kyi appeals for unity 
in address to thousands 



YANGON, Myanmar 
(AFP) - Democracy 
icon Aung San Suu 
Kyi reached out to 
Myanmar’s splintered 
opposition forces ye- 
terday, calling on 
thousands of exuber¬ 
ant supporters to 
unite following her 
release from house 
arrest. 

’’Please keep your 
energy for us. If we 
work together we will 
reach our goal,” she 
told a sea of followers 
outside her party headquarters, 
suggesting years of isolation 
have not weakened her defiant 
stance against military rule. 

”1 want to work with all 
democratic forces,” said the 
65-year-old Nobel Peace Prize 


winner, who has been locked 
up by Myanmar's ruling gener¬ 
als for 15 of the past 21 years. 

”1 believe in human rights 
and I believe in the rule of 
law,” she added.

According to the legend, he 
saved his town from starva¬ 
tion. The story also credits 
him with reviving three dead 
children, and offering gifts of 
dowries to poor girls. 

It is believed that he died 
on the sixth of December in 
343. In 1087 his relics were 
taken to Bari in Italy. It is un¬ 
clear why, according to the 
Dutch tradition, he comes 
from Spain. Possibly, it has 
something to do with the fact 
that St. Nicholas was the pa¬ 
tron of sailors. In the 17th 
Century, Holland was famous 


for its navigation. Perhaps by 
contact with Spanish sailors 
this myth began, and ex¬ 
plains why St. Nicholas has 
"Zwarte (black) Pieten” to 
help him, because the Moors 
dominated Spain for several 
hundred years. 

The celebration of Sin¬ 
terklaas takes place on the 
eve of his departure on De¬ 
cember 6, when he makes his 
way quietly back to Spain to 
return the following year 
with his Zwarte Piet to de¬ 
light the children once again.

Mexican police search for 
12-year-old hitman 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - Mexican police were 
searching yesterday for a 12- 
year-old boy hired as a hitman 
by a drug cartel, Morelos state 
prosecutors said. 

Police have been searching 
for the boy, known only by his 
nickname "El Ponchis,” since 
late October, after military 
forces released him due to his 
young age. 

He had earlier been arrested 
along with six suspected hit¬ 
men for the South Pacific Car¬ 
tel. The suspects allegedly 
confessed they had killed se¬ 
veral men found hanging from 
bridges in Cuernavaca, less 
than 100 kilometers (60 miles) 
south of Mexico City. 

They said the boy was in 
charge of cutting the victims' 
heads and genitalia, according 
to local media. 

"We are looking for him but 
we still haven't arrested him,” 
an official from the Morelos 
state prosecutor's office told 
AFP, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the inves¬ 
tigation was still ongoing. 

Cuernavaca, where many 
wealthy families from the ca¬ 
pital keep a secondary resi¬ 


dence, is also the site of a 
fierce battle between rival drug 
traffickers fighting for control 
of the Arturo Beltran Leyva 
cartel after its leader of the 
same name was killed by mili¬ 
tary forces last December. 

President Felipe Calderon 
has dispatched 50,000 troops 
to contain Mexico's brutal drug 
war, but the four-year crack¬ 
down has so far failed to stem 
the bloodshed that has claimed 
some 28,000 lives.

BEIJING, China (AFP) - 
Beijing will collect and melt 
snow this winter in a bid to 
quench the water shortage 
that has plagued the Chinese 
capital for years, state media 
reported recently. 

Two vehicles with high- 
powered heaters capable of 
processing around 100 cubic 
metres (3,500 cubic feet) of 
snow and ice an hour will be 
sent to locations around 
Tiananmen Square, the 
Global Times said. 

Clean snow will also be 
dumped into dammed sec¬ 
tions in three rivers that drift 
through the city to be used 
for road cleaning, irrigation 
and to supplement the rivers' 
water levels, it said.

over data sharing and Silicon 
Valley engineering talent. 

Google last week blocked 
Facebook from importing 
Gmail contact information 
over the Palo Alto, Califor¬ 
nia-based social network's re¬ 
fusal to reciprocate and share 
data about its users. 

And The Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal reported that Internet 
search king Google, in a bid 
to stem defections to rival 
technology firms such as 
Facebook, has given all of its 
23,000 employees a 10 per¬ 
cent pay hike. 

According to the Journal, 
roughly 10 percent of Face- 
book's employees are Google 
veterans. 

TechCrunch’s Kincaid and 
others noted the advantages 
Facebook could bring to an 
email battle. 

"Facebook has the world's 
most popular photos product, 
the most popular events prod¬ 
uct, and soon will have a very 
popular local deals product as 
well," Kincaid said. 

"It can tweak the design of 
its webmail client to display 
content from each of these in 
a seamless fashion. 

"And there's also the so¬ 
cial element: Facebook 
knows who your friends are 
and how closely you're con¬ 
nected to them; it can proba¬ 
bly do a pretty good job 
figuring out which personal 
emails you want to read most 
and prioritize them accord¬ 
ingly," he said. 

Gadget blog Gizmodo 
said the prospect of an email 
service from Facebook 
should make Google, Yahoo! 
and Microsoft "very nerv¬ 
ous." 

"Facebook Mail could be 
a killer not only because of 
its potential instant size, but 
because of its natural advan¬ 
tage at making mail more 
useful," Gizmodo blogger 
Jesus Diaz said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Some US scientists warned 
the full-body, graphic-image 
X-ray scanners now being 
used to screen passengers and 
airline crews at airports 
around the country may be 
unsafe. 

’’They say the risk is min¬ 
imal, but statistically some¬ 
one is going to get skin 
cancer from these X-rays,” 
Dr Michael Love, who runs 
an X-ray lab at the depart¬ 
ment of biophysics and bio¬ 
physical chemistry at Johns 
Hopkins University school of 
medicine, told AFP. 

”No exposure to X-ray is 
considered beneficial. We 
know X-rays are hazardous but 
we have a situation at the air¬ 
ports where people are so eager 
to fly that they will risk their 
lives in this manner,” he said. 

The possible health dan¬ 
gers posed by the scanners 
add to passengers' and airline 
crews' concerns about the de¬ 
vices, which have been 
dubbed "naked” scanners be¬ 
cause of the graphic image 
they give of a person's body, 
genitalia and all. 

The Transportation Secu¬ 
rity Administration (TSA) 
began rolling out full-body 
scanners at US airports in 
2007, but stepped up deploy¬ 
ment of the devices this year 
when stimulus funding made 
it possible to buy another 450 
of the advanced imaging 
technology scanners. 

Some 315 "naked” scan¬ 
ners are currently in use at 65 
US airports, according to the 
TSA. 

Passengers and airline 
crew members, including pi¬ 
lots, are randomly selected to 
pass through the scanners. 
They have the option of re¬ 
fusing, but will then be sub¬ 
jected to what the TSA calls 
an "enhanced” manual search 


by an agent. 

"People are not reacting 
well to these pat-downs," 
said a travel industry official, 
who asked not to be named. 

Government officials have 
said that the scanners have 
been tested and meet safety 
standards. 

But Captain David Bates, 
president of the Allied Pilots 
Association, which repre¬ 
sents pilots at American Air¬ 
lines, urged members to 
avoid the full-body scanner. 

"No pilot at American Air¬ 
lines should subject them¬ 
selves to the needless privacy 
invasion and potential health 
risks caused by the body 
scanner,” he said in a letter 
this month, which was ob¬ 
tained by AFP. 

"Politely decline exposure 
and request alternative 
screening," even if "the en¬ 
hanced pat-down is a de¬ 
meaning experience,” he 
said. 

A group of scientists at the 
University of California, San 
Francisco (UCSF) raised 
concerns about the "potential 
serious health risks” from the 
scanners in a letter sent to the 
White House Office of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology in 
April. 

Biochemist John Sedat 
and his colleagues said in the 
letter that most of the energy 
from the scanners is deliv¬ 
ered to the skin and underly¬ 
ing tissue. 

"While the dose would be 
safe if it were distributed 
throughout the volume of the 
entire body, the dose to the 
skin may be dangerously 
high,” they wrote. 

The scientists say the X- 
rays could pose a risk to 
everyone from travelers over 
the age of 65 to pregnant 
women and their unborn ba¬ 
bies, to HIV-positive travel¬ 


ers, cancer patients and men. 

"Men's sexual organs are 
exposed to the X-rays. The 
skin is very thin there,” Love 
explained. 

The Office of Science and 
Technology responded this 
week to the scientists' letter, 
saying the scanners have 
been "tested extensively” by 
US government agencies and 
were found to meet safety 
standards. 

But Sedat told AFP Fri¬ 
day: "We still don't know the 
beam intensity or other de¬ 
tails of their classified sys¬ 
tem.” 


If you're an incessant cell 
phone user and a mysterious 
rash appears along your jaw, 
cheek or ear, chances are you're 
allergic to nickel, a metal com¬ 
monly used in cell phones. 

While allergists have long 
been familiar with nickel al¬ 
lergy, "cell phone rash” is just 
starting to show up on their 
radar screen, said Dr. Luz 
Fonacier, head of allergy and 
immunology at Winthrop 
University Hospital in Mine- 
ola, N.Y. 

"Increased use of cell 
phones with unlimited usage 
plans has led to prolonged 
exposure to the nickel in 
phones,” said Fonacier, who 
is scheduled to discuss the 
condition in a larger presen-

tation on skin allergies Nov. 
14 at the American College 
of Allergy, Asthma and Im¬ 
munology annual meeting in 
Phoenix. 

Symptoms of cell phone 
allergy include a red, bumpy, 
itchy rash in areas where the 
nickel-containing parts of a 
cell phone touch the face. It 
can even affect fingertips of 
those who text continuously 
on buttons containing nickel. 
In severe cases, blisters and 
itchy sores can develop. 

Fonacier said she sees 
many patients who are aller¬ 
gic to nickel and don't know 
it. "They come in with no idea 
of what is causing their aller¬ 
gic reaction,” said Fonacie. 

In 2000, a researcher in 


Italy documented the first case 
of cell phone rash, prompting 
other research on the condi¬ 
tion. In a 2008 study published 
in the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal, U.S. re¬ 
searchers tested for nickel in 
22 handsets from eight manu¬ 
facturers; 10 contained the 
metal. The parts with the most 
nickel were the menu buttons, 
decorative logos on the head¬ 
sets and the metal frames 
around the liquid crystal dis¬ 
play (LCD) screens. 

Cell phone rash is still not 
well known. It's good for al¬ 
lergists and dermatologists to 
have cell phone contact der¬ 
matitis on their radar 
screens,” said allergist Dr. 
Stanley M. Fineman.

Madoff's watch sells for 67,500 dollars 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Impri¬ 
soned Wall Street conman 
Bernard Madoffs luxury 
watches, piano and other ill- 
gotten gains sold for high 
prices at auction Saturday, 
along with his more mundane 
possessions including socks. 

A Steinway grand piano 
went for 42,000 dollars in the 
New York auction of goods 
seized by the US Marshall’s 
Service after Madoffs life im¬ 
prisonment last year. 

The former money man's 
craze for wrist watches was ap¬ 
parently shared at the auction, 
where proceeds will go toward 
compensating victims of the 
decades-long pyramid, or 
Ponzi fraud. 

A Rolex moonphase watch 
sold for 67,500 dollars, while 
a Rolex Cosmograph Daytona 
fetched 40,000 dollars and two 
vintage Patek Philippe watches 
went for 56,000 and 37,500 


dollars. 

Other items among the 
mountain of luxury goods im¬ 
pounded from Madoffs Man¬ 
hattan and Long Island homes 

— which have already been 
auctioned off, along with boats 
and other Wall Street trophies 

— were jewels, furniture and 
artwork. 

A Tiffany mantle clock sold 
for 9,250 dollars and a Tabriz 
rug for 30,000 dollars. A Tus¬ 
can landscape by the 19th cen¬ 
tury American artist Henry 
Twachtman sold for 53,000 
dollars, while an oil painting 
by Frederick Carl Frieseke, an¬ 
other American impressionist, 
sold for 47,500 dollars. 

With the sale still unfolding 
at the Sheraton New York and 
online at www.txauction.com, 
bids for a pair of diamond ear¬ 
rings presumably once belong¬ 
ing to Madoffs wife Ruth had 
already hit 120,000 dollars. 


Unlike the last auction of 
the Madoffs' lavish collections, 
this sale stood out for items 
proving that billionaires and 
record-breaking crooks are 
also just like ordinary folk. 

Madoffs shoes, socks, un¬ 
derpants and monogrammed 
black velveteen slippers were 
among the more curious lots 
listed on sale. 


Bed sheets, make-up 
brushes, a vacuum cleaner, 
Rod Stewart CDs, cotton nap¬ 
kins, cookbooks, a flat screen 
TV, and Jewish religious items 
like Hanukkah candles were 
all among the humdrum lots 
looking for new homes. 

One curious insight into 
Madoffs money obsession was 
the fraudster's own collection of 


pre-euro banknotes from Euro¬ 
pean countries. The francs, 
marks, drachma and other de¬ 
funct currencies were estimated 
to sell at 490 to 570 dollars. 

Another lot included a 
range of trays and serving 
dishes from London's Pic¬ 
cadilly Hotel and other estab¬ 
lishments, though it was 
unclear how they came to be in 
Madoffs possession. 

Madoff ran a complex pyra¬ 
mid or Ponzi scheme for years 
in which he used new in¬ 
vestors' capital to pay fake 
profits to existing investors. 
He pleaded guilty last year 
after the scheme imploded and 
was sentenced to 150 years. 

The 72-year-old, who rose 
from a humble start as a life¬ 
guard in New York to become 
one of Wall Street's most 
trusted and powerful money 
managers, is incarcerated in 
North Carolina.

Italian giant truffle sold for 
105,000 eu ros 



ALBA, Italy (AFP) - A giant 
white truffle was sold off yes¬ 
terday to a Hong Kong buyer 
for 105,000 euros (144,000 
dollars) at a lavish auction 
near the town of Alba in 
northern Italy, organisers said. 

The truffle weighed 900 
gram and the auction was 
held at the medieval Castello 
di Grinzane in a part of Italy 
famous for its wine and truf¬ 
fles. 

The price per gram for the 
truffle was therefore 117 
euros — lower than the rate of 
133 euros per gram paid at 
the same auction last year. 

Last year's truffle also 
went to a buyer from Hong 
Kong. 

Proceeds from the auction 
will go to scholarships for 
Italian students, a children's 


charity in Hong Kong and 
local charities in Alba. 

"Truffle allows gourmets 
and gourmands from around 
the world to meet up in this 


comer of the Piemonte region 
to give life to an event with a 
big following," said Tomaso 
Zanoletti, a senator and one 
of the organisers. 


Pope: World economy needs 
'profound reform* 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI yesterday called 
for "profound reform" of the 
world economy in the wake of 
last week's G20 summit in 
Seoul, calling for a revival of 
agriculture to ensure sustain¬ 
able development. 

"The current economic cri¬ 
sis, which has been addressed 
in these days by the meeting of 
the G20, has to be taken with 
great seriousness," Benedict 
said in a weekly address to 
thousands of pilgrims in St. 
Peter's Square in the Vatican. 

The crisis "sends a strong 
call for a profound reform of 
the global economic develop¬ 
ment model," he said, adding 
that top economies should not 


"chase advantageous alliances 
that could... have grave results 
for the poorest." 

The pope also called for a 
revival of farming to help the 
victims of the global economic 
crisis and warned against "un¬ 
sustainable consumerism." 

"A strategic revival of agri¬ 
culture appears crucial," Bene¬ 
dict said. 

"I think the moment has 
come for a re-evaluation of 
agriculture not in a nostalgic 
sense but as an indispensable 
resource for the future," he 
added. 

He also said that despite the 
economic crisis "long-industri- 
alised countries are promoting 
lifestyles that are dominated by

TEHRAN, Iran (AFP) - Iran 
said yesterday that the world 
economy is in a position to ab¬ 
sorb an oil price of 100 dollars 
a barrel even as it finds the cur¬ 
rent price range suitable for in¬ 
vestments. 

"Oil prices increasing to 
100 dollars (per barrel) would 
not hurt the global economy," 
Mohammad Ali Khatibi, Iran's 
representative at the Organisa¬ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), said. 


Khatibi also said that the 
current price range of 70 to 90 
dollars was a "suitable" range. 

"Not only producers, but 
consumers have reached this 
agreement that 70 to 90 dollars 
is a suitable price for oil be¬ 
cause it encourages investment 
and does not hurt the global 
economy," he said. 

His remarks come days 
after OPEC revised upward its 
world oil demand growth esti¬ 
mates for both 2010 and 2011.

DALLAS, Texas (AFP) - 
Manny Pacquiao captured the 
vacant World Boxing Council 
super welterweight title with 
a punishing 12-round unani¬ 
mous decision over Antonio 
Margarito at Cowboys Sta¬ 
dium on Saturday. 

Filipino hero Pacquiao 
won on all three judges' 
scorecards as he put a savage 
beating on Margarito and ex¬ 
tended his win streak to 13 
straight fights. 

"A really hard fight," Pac¬ 
quiao said. "The hardest fight 
of my boxing career. Margar¬ 
ito is really fast and strong. 
He is big, bigger than me." 

The southpaw Pacquiao 
used his hand speed and ring 
savvy to prevail in front of a 
crowd of over 41,000, despite 
giving up a 17-pound weight 
advantage. 

"I never expected him to 
be as strong as he was," Pac¬ 
quiao said. "He hurt me in the 
body and in the face. I am so 
lucky tonight." 

One judge scored the fight 
120-109 while the other two 
had it 119-109 and 118-110. 

Pacquiao has shown little 
sign of losing speed and 
power as he moves up in 
weight to fight bigger and 


stronger opponents, but he 
failed to score the knockout 
on Saturday. 

Even so, the bout didn't 
turn into the same kind of 
dull affair as Pacquiao's fight 
against Joshua Clottey at the 
same venue in March. 

Unlike Clottey, Margarito 
came to fight. He paid the 
price as he suffered a nasty 
gash under the right eye and 
had a huge welt that almost 
closed his left eye and ended 
up in the hospital after the 
fight. 

Pacquiao, 31, entered the 
ring at 148 pounds while 
Margarito beefed up from 
150 at the weigh-in to 165 


LONDON (AFP) - Boxing 
promoter Frank Warren has 
criticised David Haye for 
claiming he bet on himself to 
beat Audley Harrison. 

Haye admitted after de¬ 
fending his WBA heavy¬ 
weight crown on Saturday 
that he had backed himself to 
win in round three. 

The 30-year-old, who also 
promoted the fight, stopped 
Harrison in that round in 


pounds by fight time. 

Pacquiao dominated Mar¬ 
garito from the outset to cap¬ 
ture his eighth title in as 
many weight classes. He is 
also the first Asian to hold 
four or more major world ti¬ 
tles.

It was Margarito's first 
fight in the United States 
since serving a one-year sus¬ 
pension after he got caught 
with plaster-filled hand wraps 
in his gloves prior to a fight 
against Shane Mosley.

Soderling, a two-time 
French Open finalist, claimed 
his sixth career title to inflict 
a second consecutive Bercy 
final defeat upon 12th seed 
Monfils, who was beaten by 
Novak Djokovic in straight 
sets in last year's decider. 

Victory also made Soder¬ 
ling the first man from his 
country to win a Masters 
tournament since Thomas 
Enqvist's success in Cincin¬ 
nati in 2000. 

Soderling, 26, had enjoyed 
an incredible week in Paris, 
notably saving three match 
points in an epic semi-final 
against unseeded Frenchman 
Michael Llodra on Saturday. 

Gilles Simon, Stanislas 
Wawrinlca and Andy Roddick 
were Soderling's other victims 
and he replaces Andy Murray 
as the world number four — 
his highest ever ranking. 

"I'm going in the right di¬ 
rection. Now my aim is to be 


number three (in the world)," 
said Soderling. 

"This fills me with confi¬ 
dence for London. You have to 
play all the best players and 
each match is potentially a 
Grand Slam final. So you need 
enormous confidence. This 
could be one of the keys."

Pirates manager 
hunt reaches final 
Hurdle: report 

PITTSBURGH (AFP) - For- 
mer Colorado Rockies man¬ 
ager Clint Hurdle has agreed 
to a three-year deal to man¬ 
age the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
Major League Baseball's 
website said Sunday. 

Citing unnamed sources, 
the report said the Pirates, 
who have suffered 18 losing 
seasons in a row, will an¬ 
nounced Hurdle as their new 
manager today. 

A search that lasted almost 
seven weeks and involved 
eight candidates being inter¬ 
viewed concluded with Hur¬ 
dle, 53, who guided the 
Rockies for parts of eight sea¬ 
sons, including the 2007 
campaign where they reached 
the World Series. 

The Rockies, who lost to 
Boston in the 2007 champi¬ 
onship final, replaced Hurdle 
with former Pirates manager 
Jim Tracy in May of last year. 

Hurdle served this past 
season as the batting coach 
for the Texas Rangers, who 
had the top hitting average in 
the major leagues and ad¬ 
vanced to the World Series 
for the first time, losing to 
San Francisco earlier this 
month.

ABU DHABI (AFP) - Sebas¬ 
tian Vettel staggered into an 
ocean of champagne and a 
mass of his Red Bull team's 
delirious mechanics on Sun¬ 
day evening - still wondering 
if he had really won the Abu 
Dhabi Grand Prix and with it 
the drivers' world champi¬ 
onship. 

After a rollercoaster sea¬ 
son, the 23-year-old's victory 
in the title showdown race at 
the Yas Marina Circuit was 
still proving beyond his com¬ 
prehension hours after a stir¬ 
ring race that he won ahead 
of the chasing McLaren of 
Briton Lewis Hamilton. 

"I still cannot believe it," 
the he said. Vettel's win made 



him the youngest champion 
in Formula One history, a 
record he took from Hamil¬ 
ton, and also only the second 
German to lift the title in suc¬ 
cession to his boyhood hero, 
Michael Schumacher, now 
his friend. 

"I know things now, that I 
am on the same level as these 


other guys - Lewis and Jen¬ 
son, but also others like (Ayr¬ 
ton) Senna and Michael. But 
I did not know what was hap¬ 
pening in the race. 

"In the last 10 laps, my en¬ 
gineer Rocky (Guillaume Roc- 
quelin) was giving me advice 
to help me get the car home. 

"I wondered why he was 
so nervous. I thought we must 
be in a good position and he 
just said ’it's looking good’! 

"To be honest, I didn't 
know what he meant. I just 
focused on myself, kept rac¬ 
ing, and they came on the 
radio and screamed that 'we 
have won the world champi¬ 
onship’ and then it was all a 
bit crazy." 
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Platini confirms match-fixing 
doubts, warns players 


SOFIA (AFP) - UEFA sus- 
pects possible match-fixing 
in Bulgaria, the president of 
European football's ruling 
body, Michel Platini, said in 
Sofia Sunday, warning all 
players and clubs they will no 
longer have a place in foot¬ 
ball if caught. 

"It is not only Bulgaria but 
many countries. When we 
send letters to the national 
football associations it means 
that we have doubts or suspi¬ 
cions as to the transfers of 
money (around games) but 
this is not proof already," Pla¬ 
tini said. 

"It is for the national asso¬ 
ciation then to refer the signal 
to the police or judicial au¬ 
thorities. 


"I am not a policeman or 
judge to combat against the 
mafia," he shrugged. "But I 
want to address the players as 
they are the ones who fix 
games: be careful because if 
you get caught you will never 
again play football." 

All kinds of allegations of 
match fixing and illegal bet¬ 
ting erupted in the Bulgarian 
media ahead of Platini's trip 
to Sofia but both UEFA and 
the Bulgarian Football Union 
(BFU) have so far refused to 
confirm any of the reports. 

BFU President Borislav 
Mihaylov however said Sun¬ 
day that the BFU has re¬ 
ceived "several" signals from 
UEFA about possible match¬ 
fixing.
